Following the recent 
ratification by the Antioch 
Teachers Association of their 
1971-72 contract many 
persons nave bad differing 
opinions as to the outcome. 

Mr. Robert Lindblad, school 
board negotiator said he was 
"pleased at the ratification:" 
He termed this the time for the 
two groups "to get their heads 
together and out of the 
clouds" regarding the next 
contract. Negotiations for the 
new agreement will begin on 
March 1st. 

Lindblad said that he 
couldn't "blame the teachers." 
He stated that the issue boiled 
down to money, a commodity 
the teachers wanted, but that 
the board didn't have to give. 

"As far as the board Is 
concerned" he said, the issue 
now centers on "keeping the 
school afloat."

Much has been said about the impact of the proposed 
drastic- second class postal rate increases on certain 
larger publications. Little has been said of the far-greater 
impact they may have on rural areas where a great many 
smaller weekly and dally newspapers are published, For 
the time being, current price control measures will halt 
proposed increases in postal rates. But the threat 
remains. .;" i'^-ff^0f^l 

A North Dakota Congressman observes, "Historically, 
the postal system was designed to provide a quick and 
inexpensive distribution of information. Our nation 
grew dependent upon the postal system to provide a 
reliable means of communication.. in rural America, 
communities still rely heavily on the Postal Department 
to maintain this seryice,. ,, In even plainer words, a free 
press as represented by thousands of independent 
publications - the nation's daily and weekly newspapers 
who speak for smaller communities - is threatened with 
a form of economic censorship that can be every bit as 
deadly as that of an outright dictatorship. 

Questioning the advisability of taxing newspapers out 
of business via postal rate increases is far more than a 
special interest issue involving merely the local 
newspaper, ft is an issue of direct concern to the public 
- freedom of the press.

Mrs. S. Bl Hayes, 
Waukegan No. 648, District 
National Security Chairman of 
the 10th District American 
Legion Auxiliary, has. quoted 
national Commander John 
Geiger of Des Raines, Illinois 
'as stating that the POW'S and 
servicemen MIA should be 
given first priority in this 
program, this coming year. 
Mrs. Hayes asks "What can we 
do as a community to help 
bring these men home? The 
following is a brief summary of 
this tragedy together with the 
plan of the Legion and the 
Auxiliary for Immediate 
action:" 

"Often called the forgotten 
men of the, Vietnam War, 
American prisoners of War and 
Americans missing Inaction in 
south east Asia are treated as 
war criminals and restrained 
Under barbaric" conditions • In 
Pathet Lao, the Viet Cong 
Jungles and Hanoi. Families of 
nearly 1,500 American 
servicemen count out the days 
in horrible uncertainty: and 
anxiety." 

"Time is running out for 
both the prisoner of war and 
his family. Will our servicemen 
be able to endure much longer 
this terrible ; deprivation of

Waukegan Speedway Changes Rim Sue game on Wednesday at 3=30

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Promoter Gordon Sill of the 
Waukegan Speedway has 
selected Saturday night April 
8th as the opening date for the 
1972 late model stock car 
season at the 1/4 mile 
Waukegan asphalt track. 

SiU ran six dates at 
Waukegan last year in April 
with good cooperation from 
the weather and since the track 
was paved in 1969, only three 
of 18 scheduled April races 
have been weathered out. 

The biggest rule change for 
1972 will be the tire and rim 
sizes for the late model cars. 
Starting with the first race of 
the season, the rim size will be 
. limited to 10 inches in width as 



compared to 12 inches for the 
past two years. The tire size 
wu\ remain "unliIlIlted ,, ; 
however the narrower rims will 
require narrower tires. 

Sill said the rim size change 
was made for the benefit of the 
race car owners as the narrower 
tires are less expensive and the 
10 inch rim rule will be 
common at: most Chicago area 
tracks in 1972.
